MORE ACTIVITY AND HIGHER PRICES FOR 
CORN. ; 

The particular feature of the produce markets 
is the active movement in corn and the hieber 
prices which prevail for the spot article ana the 
May and June options. The advance is due to 
the active demand in New York for April deliv- 
eries on exporters’ account, the diminished vis- 
iple supply, and the steadily growing belief that 
the article is intrinsically worth more money 
than itmuw commands. There is.a strong bull 
element which velieves that No. fcorn will soon 
geil at 75 cents, and that at no time until the 
next crop will it sell for less money than current 
prices. 

The wheat market was quite dull, though 
without any material change iu vaiues. The 
opinion largely prevaiis that the syndicate will 
run the deal through the mouths of May, June, 
and July. They have bought all the cash wheat 
— 3,500,000 bushels—and can do with it just what 
they please. It is understvod that on the open- 
ing of pavigation they will reduce the stock by 
making shipments to the seaboard. Some of 


the slightest desire on the part of the owvers or 
the warehousemen to carry it through the sum- 
mer months. Itis understood that fully 1,000,- 
000 bushels will be delivered to the clique today.

FOOD ADULTERATION. 


Startling Discoveries in St. Louls as to 
the Extent to Which It Is Carried in 
That Sleepy Town, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Lovuts, Mo., Mach 31.—There is great ex- 
citement prevailing in all circles over startling 
discoveries made by the detectives of the Board 
of Health in the matter of food adulteration. 
Secret investigations have beeu conducted and 
absolute proof of the manufacture of bogus 
butter, from the fat of dead horses, dogs, and 
cattle obtained. The Health Commissiouer has 
secured samples of carcasses’ fat in” various 
stages of the bleaching process, the butter thus 
made in attractive molded forms ready for 
the market. One of the detectives 
visited ae ee in the sub- 
urbs, uate on himself as a 
vaiirned ak. boss, ma a contract 
for a supply of ab Ss pounds of the stuf per week 
at 20 cents per pound. The bogus butter bas all 
the appearance and taste of the genuine ariicie, 
and would deceive experts. As there are 6ix 
factories known to be in the city, a panic reigus 
ainong commerce. The only puvishwent in this 
State for the offense is fur selling imitation 
butter in packages not marked as cleomargerine, 
‘butterine, etc. The investigation extended to 
milk delivered in the city, and an avalysis of a 
half-dozen seizures showed that body and tone 
had been given the fluid.by the introduction of 
calves’ brains, whipped into it. Cream was 
found to derive a fancy, rich appearanve from 
giacose made by the precipitation of starch with

A Poem of Fields and Pastures. 
In well-chosen hexameters Mr. Arthur J. 
Munby tells the story of a simple country 


lass named “Dorothy.” ‘This poet has been: 


not unknown but ignored hitherto. What 
he has previously published has failed to 
meet with popular approval. But he starts 
anew witha longer and more pretentious 
work, and so fickle is popular taste that his 
success is at Once assured. It is pleasant to 
record this fact, and also to indorse the gen- 
eral verdict as being warranted by the evi- 
dence. Reading“ Dorothy” is like spend- 
ing a week in the country, seeing Nature in 
her freshness and beauty, breathing pure 
air and reveling in the privileges of 
an outdoor  Mhife. It is the very 
simplest kind of a story, dealing 
wih plain people and everyday scenes. 
viewed in contrast with other recent poetic 
effusions, it is like the soft twilight com- 
pared with the midnight glare of gas jets or 
of calcium lights. Of old, country life was 
a theme that found favor with the bards. 
Turn over the pages of nny of the poets of 
the last century and compare their senti- 
ments, thoughts, and verses with those of 
modern rhymsters! It is a good sign when 
people read eagerly such pure poetry as 
“Dorothy.” It is an indication of natural 
taste and love of morality asserting itself 
against the fashionable mania for dabbling 
in vice, for attempting to touch pitch with- 
out defilement, for delighting in im- 
agined sensuality without paying the 
penalty involved in actual  participa- 
tion.

Medical and Geological. 

Presley Bilakeston, of Philadelphia, the 
well-known medical publisher, has issued a 
second edition of Dr. Bradwell Carter’s pup- 
ular work on “Eyesight: Good and Bad,” 
adding in an appendix the changes made in 
the latest English edition. This saves the 
publisher the ‘expense of new plates, and, 
when they are so few and @nimportant as in 
the present instance, is probably as convenient 
to the reader as any other method. At least, 
ftis easier for him to see at once what 
changes have been made in therevision. As 
regards the work itself, we can offer but few 
criticisms. Itis intended to give ina popular 
and intelligible form the factsin regard to the 
care and preservation of the eyesight that every 
ore ought to know, but which seem to be prac- 
tically familiar to a very small portion of the 
general public. Dr. Carter is a practical opbthal- 
motologist of acknowledged reputation, and bis 
name carries with it toa certain extent a guar- 
antee of the character of the value of the work. 
We see, however, in it the usual dogmatism in 
regard to some pomts, such as the curability or 
not of color-blindnessa, which has been »hown to 
be in all probability, in a G@rtain proportion of 
cases, a psychic vps and not a defect of or- 
ganization in the visual apparatus, properly so 
called. But these are merely minor defects 
which do not seriously mar the vaiue of the 
work. The information it contains shouid be 
widely spread. 

“Sparks from a Geologist’s Hammer” is the 
title of a collection of readable essays from the 
pen of Prof. Alexander Winchell, of the Upi- 
versity of Michigan. The sparks are not 
all of equal brilliancy—indeed, some of 
them appexr to us to have been struck 
from decided softer material than the 
others, but this may a fault of in- 
dividual judgment. As a whole they are very 
readabie, and nearly all are more or iess ip- 
structive. The contents of the book are divided 
into five departments: the Authentic, including 
essays on Mont Bianc and. the Beautiful; 
Chron composed of essays On subjects 
connected with questions of geology; Climatic, 
in. mucly the same general line; Historical and 
Philosophical, last containing four essays 
discussing of the evvuiution ye 

te

evvlauoa doctrine ig,a general way. but with 
strong orthodex tendencies, and be is decidedly 
inclined to combat certain ideas and statemeuts 
of some of the more noted and extreme advo- 
cates of evolution. The best articies in the 
volum our opinion are those that are entire- 
l Gutecigtive, such as those on the climate of 
e Lake Region and on Sait Enterprise in Mich- 
igan. This, bowever, nced vot imply that others 
are not almost as gore, and perhaps more valued 
and appreciated by the reader. The work is 
handsomely gotten up and published by 8. U. 
Griggs & Co., of titis city. 


Metaphysics and Theology. 

Since Prof. Bowne published his r>view 
of Spencer’s Theology everything that he has 
written and printed has been read with avid- 
ity. Hisstyle is clear, his points are sharp, 
his arguments usually incisive and convin- 
cing. Liis work entitled “Studies in Theism ”’ 
s regarded by mauy competent scholars as 
among the very best books that have ap- 
peared on that subject. He has lately put 
forth an octavo volume of S34 pages on 
“ Metaphysics: A Study in First Principles.” 
Like the other works of Prof. Bowne, this 
volume is exceedingly clear and forcible, 
consider ing the recoudite nature of its sub- 
jects. It is divided into three parts, the first 
devoted to Ontology, the second to Cosmol- 
ogy. the third to Psychology. In the first 
part he discusses the notion of being, the 
nature of things, change and becoming, ac- 
tion and interaction, the finite and the infinit, 
the nature of the infinit. We discern here 
the metaphysical basis of his whole theory, 
which lands him in-the conclusion that the 
entire external world is only phenomenal 
and not reality—that there is no such 
thing as matter—that all minds, however, 
are so constituted that they must seem to 
pereeive an outward world, and that dil 
minds must perceive the same appearances 
of things alike. In the second part Prof. 
Bowne considers Space, Time, Motion, Mat- 
ter, and Force, and The Cosmos as Mechan- 
ism. Under this head he more distinctly de- 
velops his theory of the nonreality of time, 
space, niaterial motion, matter, and the ma- 
terial world, maintaining throughout that 
the whole phenomenal world is nothing 
apart from the created minds that seem to 
see and cognize an outward universe, and 
that all these conceptions are due to the 
nature with which the infinit has endowed 
the finite mind and the phenomena which he 
causes to arise before them. Under Pschy- 
chology. the Professor inquires respecting 
the soul which he recognizes as pure spirit, the 
process of knowing, Realism, Idealism, and 
Phenomenalism, and Apriorism and Empiri- 
cis. Under the first of these points, the 
Soul, he shows. conclusively the untenable- 
ness of the materialistic theory of know!l- 
edge, assuming the realism of matter. As 
to Realism, Idealism, and Phe nomenalism, 
he remarks: “Three views are possible con- 
cerning the object in perception.. We may 
regurd it (1) as a thing n the common 
meaning of the term; (2) as a phenom- 
enon of an objective fact of some kind: 
and (3) as only an effect on us.” Prof. 
Bowne prefers the s econd view. Further 
on pe says. it bas been “shown that the imper- 
soual finite can lay ne claim to existence.” “It 
has no jonger any reason tor existence: and 
there is no jonger any <a afirming its 
existence. It does nothing, and is nothing but a 
form of thought based upon the activity of 
something notitself. This view we reprodnce 
as our finul verdict. Matter and material things 
have no ontological, but only a phenomena) ex- 
istence.”” He expiains tnat by phenomenalism 
be means the divine energizing by wbich the ap- 

arances of thnigs are produced to the appre- 
coauion of finite miads under law and ciel. 
He admits that subjective ideatism cannot be

of Prof. Smith. This volume is the first, we be- 
lieve, on the subject of Apologetics that bas ap- 
peared in this country. It is @ small work, con- 
taining ovly outlines of Dr. Smith's lectures on 
the defense of natural and revealed religion. 
it is greatly to be regretted t accom-

The closer Mr. Hubbard’s work is exam- 
ined the more surprising does it seem that 
one man should have the energy, ability, 
skill, and patience to colleet and arrange 
so vast an amount of statistical matter. The 
facts here cited are not such as are easily 
accessible, but had to be patiently explored 
after, hunted and dug out in all quarters of the 
lobe. Not the least of the many interesting 
Teataves in this work are its biographies of the 
leading editors of today with portraits, more or 
less accurate. While the list is not by any 
means complete, nevertheles$ the brief sketches 
given are substantially corréct in their details 
and furnish interesting sketches of the lives of 
those who mold and create public sentiment. 
The two bandsome volumes contain an immense 
amount of reliable statistical information well 
arranged and carefully indexed. 
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, Brief Mention. 

Mr. Norton’s work on “American Inven- 
tions and Improvements in Breech-Loading 
Small Arms and Heavy Ordnance” having 
passed into a second edition, tha author has 
revised the volume, enlarged it, and brought 
the record of inventions, ete., to date. in no 
other work are the same facts presented. Mr. 
Norton’s experience is such as to admirably 
qualify him for this work, and he has pro- 
duced a book of exceeding value and entitled 
to rank as an undisputed authority on the 
subjects of which it treats. 

Mr. Henry C. Peddeshasattempted to do 
what cannot yet be done. He has writ- 
ten an essay for the purpose of defining 
what he is pleased to call ‘“ Gar- 
field’s Place in History.” Mr. Pedder is an 
enthusiast, and bis views are colored by his 
prejudices. Time may justify all that this 
author has to say and exalt the lamented 
President to the position Mr. Pedder assigns 
him. But no conclusive opinion can be 
formed now when we are influenced rather 
by the emotions than by reason. We would 
not detract one jot or tittle from the de- 
ceased statesman’s fame. He may be enti- 
tled toeven higher rank than Mr. Pedder 
gives him. But we do gay that it is yet too 
early to form an unprejudiced opinion that 
shal! stand the test of time and analysis. 


James G. Biaine’s eulogy on President 
Garfield has been published M a neat little 
volume by James R. Usgood & Co. Noora- 
tion of modern times so well bears the eru- 
cial tests to which it has been subjected as 
this tribute to one friend from another. The 
more itis read the more does it impress the 
reader with the talents of the orator as well as 
the greatness of the dead chieftain. This “ Eu- 
logy” sbould find a place in every American 
household. 


Mr. Wilkie’s * Walks About Chicago” is a re- 
production of an old work. In the brief preface 
the author states that “the second part, which 
consisted of letters from various watering-

with * Walks About Chica in 1881." Thereis 
one such “ Walk,”’ comprising some twenty-five

“The Domestic and Artistic Life of Joseph 
Singleton Copley”’ is the titie of a volume made 
up largely of family letters. and containing 
much more information as to Copley’s domestic 
life than about bis artistic work. Considerable 
space is also given to reminiscences of Lord 
Lyndhurst. The biography is satisfactory, and 
the letters very entertaining reading. The steel 
— of the artist is from a painting by bim- 
self. 


Roberts Brothers have issued a new edition of 
Rossetti’s Poems. ‘he volume bas been out of 
print for some time; was first published in 1870, 
and contains poems, the majurity of which were 


written between the years 1547 and 1853. 


Edmondo D. Amicis’ last work is a volume on 
“ Morrocco, Its People and Places,” and contains 
an account of a journey made through Moroceo 
in 1879—'S0. It opens with a description of Tan- 
riers, the autbor going from there to Had-Eli- 
Garbia, Fieta de Keissana, Alkazar-El-Kebir, 
Ben-Anda and other places. He presents a 
graphic pen-picture of all these places, their 
scenery, the peculiar customs and costumes of 
their people, etc. De Amicis is well known as a 
brilliant writer and an indefatigable traveler, 
and this work is fully equal to its predecessors 
in interest. 


The latest improvement in a school-book is 
that just published by Charles Scribner & Co., of 
New York, in which they combiaea geography 
wita a reader.

President Hobart’s Annual Mes- 
sage—Growth of the 


Town. 


A Document Full of Interest to Our 
Southern Neighbors. 


Tne Board of Trustees met last night,a full 
board present. Several small matters were 
passed, and bills to the amouut of $26,446.42 were 
ordered paid. An ordinance giving the right of 
way to the South Chicago Southern Ratiroad 


was passed. 

President Hobart presented his annual mes- 
sage and the reports of the several village offi- 
cers for the fiscal year ending April 1, 18@. The 
following is a synopsis of his report, which em- 
braces in brief the reports of the municipal offi- 


cers: 

The fiscal year now at its close bas been a year 
of extraordinary growth and prosperity in Hyde 
Park. The United States census of June, 1880, 
gave our population as-35,724. 

Of this number 5,643 were located south of 
Eighty-seventh street./ This has been the re- 
gion of the most ravjd increase, on account of 
the great industrial developmepts therein, and 
now contains probably one-half of the present 
popuiation, it is safe to say that the totai pop- 
vintion of Hyde Park is about 25,000, giving the 
town perhaps the third place @@ong the muni- 
cipalities of Lilinois. 

Owing to this extraordl growth and its 
direct eonsequences the board bas been com- 
pelied to conduct municipal affairs on a some- 
what broader scale thav heretofore. To provide 
for the construction of new water-works, the 
improvement. of the principal »highways, the 
coustruciion and repair of bridges and drains, 
the increase and equipmentoft the Police and 
rire Departments, the protec of the public 
health against epidemics, and the other general 
expenses of a large and growing community has, 
ot course, required some increase of expendi- 
tuce compared with previous years, 

The number of public meee which 
have been inaugurated and ried through 
during the past year is very large. The veer 
records show that the following bumber of ordi- 
napees for improvement have been passed: 
For sidewalks, 3v; for street improvements, 10; 
for water pipes, 11; for sewers, 7; for general 
purposes, 15; total 7%. 

S@werage to the extent of four and tive-tenths 
miles has been laid during the year, by special 
assesstnents at a cost of $52,152, The total length 
of permanent sewerage is thirteen miles. 
Nearly five miles of sidewalk have been built 
during the year by special asseasment, making a 
total of &4 miles now in use. 

In addition to the improvements made at the 
cost of abutting property, the sum of $43,491 has 
been expended out of the general fund in main- 
taining streets already improved by special as- 
sessment. 


WATER-WORKS, 


Perhaps the most important subject which has 
engaged the attennon of the board durmg the 
vear is that of the construcden of new water- 
works. During the precedimmg year the vexed 
questuon of partnership in toe old water-works 
between the Village uf Hyde Park and the Town 
of Lake was settied by the sale to that town of 
our ove-balf iuterest in the buildings and ma- 
chinery and inthe main along Sixty-seventh, 
Sixty-cighth, and State streets for the sum of 
$40.00, Hyde Park retaining the inlet-pipe and 
crib in the lake, appraised at $15,000 more. By 
the operations of this year the new buildings 
and the laying of larger mains are almost com- 
pleted at a cost a8 fuliows: 
Contract price for building $ 15.015 
Contract price for machinery ........... . 650 
Cost of pipe and laying main on Cottage 

Grove avenue 61,000 


Total 
This expense was met by the $48,000 received 
from the old works and money obtained from 
water rates and from the appropriation for the 
year, together witb some back taxes applicable 
for this purpose. The present works are large 
and handsome, with compound pumpsof the 
most approved construction, Capable of pump- 
ing through the vew emlarged thains 8,000,0U0 
gallous of water per day, which is nearly three 
tines the present actual consumption. 

To provide for the time when the present ca- 
pacity will necessarily be increased, the present 
board bas begun the work of pushing a tunnel 
under the lake. It is tive teet in diameter, 
forty-five feet under the surface, and has been 
extended 80 feet from the new building, at a 
cost of only $14 a lineal foot. The continuance 
of this work by future boards will afford a sup- 
ply of water equal to all possible demands for a 
generation. 

In addition to mains laid to replace those 
solid, work is nuw in progress on mains to Pull- 
man and Kensington, a distance of five and one- 
half miles. 

FINANCIAL 

in the face of increased expenditures the 
financial condition of the village is still excei- 
lent. Taxation, however, bas not been per- 
ceptibly increased, the ievy for the year being 
oniy $4,000 more than the previous year. 

The Treasurer has received during the year 
the sum of $621,838, of waich be has expended 
$403,718, leaving cash on band $118,119. 

The expenditures of the genera! fund—which 
of course does not inciude assessments for 
special improvements—bave been $258,045. Of 
this, $122,484 has been spent for the new water- 
works and in reducing the bonded indebtedness, 
leuving $196,461 as the amveunt expended in car- 
rying on the village government ang paying the 
cost of improvements chargeable to the general 
fund. The bonded debt has been reduced dur- 
ing the year $37,000, although the bonds were 
purchased at a considerabie premium. They 
are not redeemable for some fourteen years and 
are quoted far above par. it was deemed ad- 
visable, however, to use the money obtained 
from the interest and sinking fund for this 
purpose, ratner than allow the money to be idle 
in the treasury, aseven at che premium paid, 
the village will in the iong run save 
considerabie in interest. The present bonded 
debt is $416,000. The total ftoating lia- 
bilities are about $25,334, making a total 
indebtedness of $438,000, against which we have 
assets in cash, assessments due, and bills re- 
ceivable of $382,120. In addiuon we have assets 
of general character amounting to $91,150 moré, 
$0 that the total assets of the village very con- 
siderably exceed its liabilities. 

RAILWAYS, ETC, 

The railway facilities of Hyde Park have been 
increased largely during the past year. 

The Chicago & Western Indiana have laid nu- 
merous tracks in South Chicago and slong the 
Calumet River. The New York, Chicago & 8t. 
Louis Railway will enter the village over the 
lilinois Central tracks. This road is expected to 
be in operation between Chicago and Buffalo by 
July next. 

The Chicago & Atlantic, the Western extension 
of the New York, Lake Erie & Western sys- 
tem, will enter the village by way of Irondale, 
reaching Chicago over the tracks of the Chicago 
& Western Indiana. ; 

The branch road of the Lilincis Central to South 
Chicago will probably be constructed witbin a 
few months. It will leave the main track at 
Parkside Station, run east on Seventy-first 
street to Railroad avenue, and thence parallel to 
the Lake-Shore to Soutn Chicago. This will 
open aregionon the shore of the lake, unsur- 

ssed for suburban settiements. A track will 
amo be built from this line to the Water- Works. 
and eaabie us to procure coal ata large saving 
over the present cost. The Liinois Central, 
whose Hyde Park trains are not surpassed for 
cotvenience and cheapness of transpurtation, 
will extend a similar servive to South Uhicage 
over the new track. 

TAXATION. 

Taxes in Hyde Park for general purposes are 
low, much lower than in the City of Chicago. 

The levy made by this board was only $140,000, 
upona total equalized vaiuation of $5,734. 
which probably represents an actual value of 
some $25,000,000. The Controller estimates that 
the rute of taxation does not exceed seven- 
tenths of 1 per cent of the actual value of prop- 
erty for State, county, and village taxes com- 
bined. Moreover, from this annual levy the 
interest on the bounded debt bas been paid, a 
large amount set apart for a os fund, the 
bonded indebtedness having already veen re- 
duced from $600,000 to a little over $400,000 in 
four years. In addition, extensive improve- 
ments have been carried on and a splendid sya- 
tem of water-works nearly compicted, without 
calling upon the people for one additional 
dollar. 

SHALL HYDE PARK BE DIVIDED? 

It must be evident to every observer of the 
rapid growth of population and industries in 
Hyde Park that the primitive form of village 
government is pow outgrown, and that the new 
and diverse interests which have sprung up 
inuke the probiem of bharinopious government 
far more difficult than ever before. 

While the nurthern peruon of. the village is 
almost eutirely devoted to residences, the 
southern porton is rapidly becoming a noisy 
hive of industries, and its pepulation is cbhtelly 
that which ie found in great manufacturing 
centres. Ourarea istoo vust, our popula 
too greatly scattered, and too diverse in its in- 
terests and surroundings to permit the success- 
fui continuance of the simple system of gov- 
Sreaaews of the past year. Something must be 

one. . 

The adoption of a ox organization would 
seem the natural thing. ublie sentiment, bow 
ever, appears to be in favor of dividing up our 
unwieldiy village into two or three different 
municipalities. it is proposed to cutom the 
part north of Evhty-seveath street, the old 
south tine of Hyde Park. This would wive a 
homugeneous viliage or city containing about 
eighteen square miles, with the possibility of 
annexation in whole or in part to the City of 
Obicago in the distant future. sf

would be divided by Stony Isiand avenue, with 
Pullman in the westernand Seuth Chicago in 
the eastern portion, the two containing about 
fifteen square miles euch. This division would

STORING FLOODS. 


Progress of the Work of Establishing a 
Huge Reservoir on the Upper Missis- 


sippi. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribuna 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., March 31.—The last Congress 
made an appropriation of $150,000 for a purpose 
entirely new in the history of internal improve- 
menots—for the establishment of the so-vaiied 
Upper Mississippi reservoir system. This con- 
templates the building of dams across the out- 
lets of certain lakes and swamps at the head- 
waters of the Mississippi and its tributaries, and 
the conversion of those lakes into immense arti- 
ficial reservoirs, to retain the waters of the 
spring floods until midsummer, when it is to be 
discharged in such quantities as may be nec- 
essary to furnish a sufficient depth of 
water in the lower river for purposes of 
navigation. It will be seen that the 
pian has a double object, the mitigation of 
spring floods and the maintenance of a channel 
for navigation ia the dry season. It has been 
urged upon Congress for many years by persons 
living on the Upper Missiasippi, and skilled en- 
gineers have made favorabie reports upon its 
practicability. Preliminary surveys were made 
some years ago, the apprupriation made by 
the iast Congress has been applied directiy to 
the beginaing of the work upoa the Upper Mis- 
sissippi. \‘The work is going un under the direc- 
tion of Maj. Charies Alien. of the United States 
Engineers, from whom Tas TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent has.obtained the following outline of 
the operations of the present winter: 
THE INITIAL RESERVOIR OF THE SYSTEM 
ordered by Congress consists ot Lake Winneb - 
poate at the sources of the Mississippi River. 

he iake is, in fact, a part oft the river, it being 
an enlargement, as is Lake Pepin, though much 
broader than the latter. It receives the drainu- 
age of Oaas Lake and the cluster of lakes above, 
of which /Itascais one. Lake Winnebigoshish 
is twelve miies long, its greatest width be 
ten miles. It is deep and bordered by generai- 
ly steep banks, 60 that In rais its surtace toa 
hight of tifteen feet above level of low 
water, a much smaller area of land contiguous 
to the lake wii! be overfiowed than would be ex- 
pected. The lake is to be converted into a 
reservoir by the construction of a dam across 
its outlet into the Mississippi, the dam to rise 
fifteen to sixteen feet aboye iow water of t 
lake, to be provided with enty sluices wit 
gates, and a log-sluice for the convenience of 
loggers, the timber trunk containing the siuices 
to be connected with the westerly shore by an 
immeuse embankment of earth about 1,100 feet 
in length and rising severai feet in bight above 
the surface of the waterinu the reservoir. The 
storage Capacity of the Winnebigoshish reser- 
voir will be some 


45,000,000,000 CUBIC FEET, 


and the suppiy of water to it from the 1,700 
square miles of drainage area tributary for the 
period spo. say, the Wth of October to the ist 
of July foliowtng, about 35,000,000,000 cubic feet. 
During years of unusual drouth the eupply may 
fall short of the figures above given; but durimg 
years of heavy rainfall reservoir can be 
tiled to neurly ite full capacity. As is well 
known, the ovject of the reservoir is to collect 
the precipitation—rain and snow—from the lat- 
ter part of Ocwwber to the early part of July fol- 
lowing, in order to liberate the impounded water 
svstematically during the low-water period of 
summer and fali when the streams below them 
generally suffer from scarcity of water in the 
channels, That reservoirs are capable of bene- 
titing navigation over extended reaches of river 
below them is fuily appreciated by those who 
have observed the operadons and effect of the 
flushing or driving dams on the upper St. Croix, 
the Chippewa, and Wisconsin Rivers. It has 
never been claimed for the reservoirs by those 
who have § studied the subject that 
they will supersede everything else. They 
will, exert a powerful influence over 
long 


stretches of river to their 
venefit, and for shorter stretches will supersede 
niany of the wing-dams and jetties that would, 
without them, be requi This, assuming that 
the entire system of resefvoirs as projected is 
to be constructed. The Upper Mississippi sys- 
tem of reservoirs—that is, system projected 
for the sources of the Mississippi—presents few- 
ér physical difficulties as to execution than do 
the other systems, the immeuse lakes above 
Pokegama, as well as Gull Lake and the Pine 
River lakes, Wig a A a series of patural 
basins laid out as if Nature bad specially de- 
sighed them for the purposes to which it is pro- 
posed to put them.

FIN NCIAL. 

Stocks made the duliest of opening that has been 
seen fora longtime. During the day the bears 
made two attacks on the market. One was 
under the cover of a manipulation of the money 
market. The rate was forced up to 6 per cent, 
and in exceptional cases a premium of 1-2 of | 
per cent was charyed. Jersey Central was the 
stock selected for special battering, and it was 
put down from 84% to 8%. At the close the 
market was weak, though steady. The New 
York bulls predict a rising market that will con- 
tinue through aext month. But the bears de- 
clare it to be in a precarious condition, and, 
while admitting that it may go bigher, assert it 
would be foolhardy to buy stocks. 

There was a smaller iist than usual of active 
stocks, and the most conspicuous of them were 
Western Union, Louisville & Nashvilic, and 
Denver. 

There appears tod be some reason for the ac- 
tivity of money in New York. The Evening Post 
suys that none of the Treasury disbursements 
due from the lat to the 8th of April having been 
ordered prepaid, the money market is rather 
more active, as considerabie currency is going 
from New York City to nearby points to facili- 
tate April settlements. Moreover, there are in- 


‘dications that some of the large speculators who 


bave sympathized with the recent rise in stocks, 
although not playing a leading part, and dre now 
prepared for a downward reaction in stocks, in- 
tend to manipulate the loan market for bigher 
rates during the remainder of the week. Usually 
at this season of the year money is much more 
active than now. Whatever may be done with 
the money market during the next few days it 
is certain that early in April the Treasury will 
begin unusually large disbursements ($27,500,- 
000), and that the domestic exchanges will all 
begin to rnnin favor of New York, and so con- 
tinue in the ordinary course of affairs for the 
next three or four months. 

The Graphicsays that the most conservative 
bulls think that,as a great many long stocks 
had been marketed within aday or two on the 
rise, and as money is likely to work close until 
after the let proximo, probably the highest fie- 
ures for the present were touched yesterday 
morning. It wassaid that the First Nationai 
Bank bad called in numervus Cail-loans, and the 
Importers’ & Traders’ Bank had likewise tem- 
porarily withdrawn some of ite funds from the 
street. 

Russell Sage—who has soid many of his stocks 
~—believes in still money rates, if not actual 
striagency, and says that the stock market 
should bave a further reacuon.

All the indications, the World says, point to 
easy mouey for a protracted period. The 
knowledge that a vast amount of money will 
seek employment here during the spring and 
smmmer months bas much to do with the con- 
fidence felt in tne current movements on the 
Stock Exchange. Many of the leading capital- 
ists and operators have bought stocks largely on 
the belief that much bigher prices will soon pre- 
vail. The fact that such is the case is shown by 
the sterling loans effected on some of the active 
stocks, ana operation which influenced the for- 
eign exchanges today. in this way foreign 
capital ie utilized for sixty*or ninety days, the 
direct resuit of which is, of course, to ease the 
local money market. 

An application is to be made to the Londos 
Stock Excbange to have the stock of the Mis- 
souri Pacitic Railway Company tisted. Iltis an- 
nounced that'a syndicate has been formed to 
piace about 35,000 or 40,000 shares of the stock in 
London and Amsterdam.

While we were holding our 
wheat on a basis of $1.446@1L47 at the seaboard 
India supplied the Enelish and Continental de- 
mand for future delivery, aud they are now get- 
ting the wheat. 

There would seem to be no particular reason 
for grumbling at Eagland and the Continent of 
Europe, Or at the holders here, if India has 
partly supplied the European demand. it looks 
as if we could not bave done it anyway. The 
high prices ruling in this couatry doe not bring 
out enough from first bands to keep the visible 
supply up to a respectabie figure. it looks as if 
we have been exporting fully as much wheat 
and flour this crop year a8 We have to spare. The 
peopie who grumble at a reduced export move- 
ment from the Atlantic Slope seem to attach too 
little importance to the fact that we bad short 
crops last year, and had not so much to spare 
as from the crop of 1880. 

The types made the commercial column of 
THe TRIBUNE yesterday overstate the quantity 
of corn contracted for lake shipment. 

It is understood that Ireland and Scotland 
have sold about 1,000,000 bu of potatoes for ex- 
port tothe United States at 25c perbu. They 
will surely want sowe grain to take the place of 
those potatoes.

The receipts of butterin New York for the 
week ending March 28 were 12,790 pkgs, and 
the exports 101,923 Ibs,against 21,380 pkgs 
received and 148,426 lbs exported the same week 
last year. 

The receipts of cheese in New York for the 
weck ending March 3 were 9.79% pkgs and the 
exports 696,284 Ibs, against 21,928 pkws received, 
and 630,410 lbs exported the same week in 1881. 

The potato market is still liberally stocked 
with the fureign-grown article, the bulk of the 
sales by the car-lot on track being between %5c 
and $1.00, though a few very choice home-grown 
sell as high as $1.15. Ireland and Scotiand have 
certainly done good service for the potato con- 
Sstmer, as, had it not been for their liberal 
contributions, this vegetable would be selling in 
our market at the present time at 50 per cent 
higher prices, 

Transactions in oats yesterday, including the 
call trading, were beavier than for any day in 
the last two months. The price moved steadily 
up from the opening, cash and seller the month 
advancing 4@%c, May and June Xc, and July 
lc. Kumors of a sharp advance of 3c on the May 
delivery in New York were current on the 
regular board, but these were too late to affect 
prices much here. The sales on the call were 
reported at 350,000 bu, mostiy for the May and 
Juty deliveries, the latter advancing \%c. The 
visible supply is shows to be decreasing rapidly, 
that of March 25 being 231,202 bu émaller than 
the showing of the week previous, and the fig- 
ures for this year and last at this date show that 
the quantity now in sight is but little over one- 
haif that reported on the 26th of March last 
yearf These facts are suggestive enough of 
themselves to account for the existing firmness 
in this grain.

The Wagon-Tire Ordin e. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune, 
CHICAGO, March 31.—Is it not time to eall the 
ntion of all owners of beavy wagons to the 
o nee which goes into effect on the ist of 
May, 1882? 

That ordinance provides that the tires and 
felloes of vehicles carrying burdens of 2,500 
pounds weight shall be four inches wide, and 
wagons carrying burdens of 6,000 pounds weight 
shali nave tires five inches wide.

The Chinese Question. 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune, 
CHIcaGco, March 31.—Like a iew others, I can-' 
not help feeling that Congress has made a blua- 
der which it willregret in passing the Anti-Chi- 
nese bill. In the first place it is going back on 
vur principles, policy, and antecedents as a Na- 
tion. We have prociaimed ourselves the refuge 
ot all races seeking to eofranchise themselves 
and better their condition. It is a return to 
class and race legisiauon, abandoned after a war 
for the negro.

sive progress China is making—even eclipsing 
the baste of Japan to avail berself of ail inveu- 
tions and improvements in other lands. Japan's 
development was largely due to the warm and 
band extended to ber by the United 
States, and the opening to mod- 
ern civilization | attribute almost directly to the 
retiex intluence. of the Crinamen who have been 
pe ty come to this vouatry and report 
k with 100,000 tongues the wonders they bave 
seen in this new worid. Ido not like to see the 
Chinese, and have little faith in their conversion 
by missionary effort, but | dread the reactionary 
effect of the bili upou China herself, which way 
be so ehilled and prejudiced by our National 
selfishness as to again withdraw in ber own ex- 
ciusiveness and resist the march of improve- 
ment which was setting in all over China. The 
law may have the effect to retard China's prog- 
reas 100 years and not do usa particie  * pees. 


The School-House Probiem., 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune.

The 
foundations required would be comparatively 
slight: the walls can be light, no architects need 
be employed, but one flour wouid be required, 
and in a general way ail the vost of construc- 
tion and supervision can be largely decreased.

ot ventilation; I wuuld relieve  schol- 
ars from anovyance cau by the move- 
ments of other pupils; it would (if it should be 
considered desirable to do s0) make it possible to 
sepurate the dilferent a in the play-grounds;

The Irish Magistracy. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, March 31.—Some days ago there ap- 
peared in Tus TRIBUNE ,# Daragraph copied 
from an English paper commenting in no favor- 
abie terms on the action taken by Mr. Forster, 
Irish Chief Secretary, in appointing a disgraced 
Englieb official as resident magistrate of an 
Irish county. To anyone acquainted with the 
nature of affairs in Ireland the appointment 
will not appear very extraordinary, for the Lrish 
Rh. M.'s are, as a body, by no means remarkable 
for their moral integrity or probity; in fact, 
they entirely lack the essentiais of impartial 
Judges. 

The ruined spend-thrift, the roué, the retired 
army Officer, and the political trickster (who 
commenced life as a patriot) make up the rank 
and file of this judicial body. Each owes bis ap- 
pointment, not to any merit of his own, but for 
some political services performed either by him- 
self or some of his friends. He is, therefore, 
the creature of the Government,ana is expected 
tw carry out to the full letter the wishes of his 
tyrant master, 

Quite of a piece with this worthy is the Jus- 
tice of Peace, “The Great Unpaid” as he is 
facetiously or ironically termed, and is, if possi- 
bie, a more undesirable personage than the K. 
M. His appointment comes from the Lord- 
Ligatenaut on the nomination of the Lieuten- 
Xu f the county. He is either a landlord or 
land ageut, and previous to the formation of the 
Land League bad been aterror. By virtue of 
bis office be isa Poor-Law guardian, and at the 
board's meetings bad affected a superiority over 
his elected )rother guardian. In almost every 
Poor Law Union in Irelana the three Chairmen 
of the board were selected from the ex-officio 
guardians, but thanks to the Land League, 
“things are pot as they used to be,’ and now 
the different bourds are practically representa- 
tive bodies. That the Magistracy is something 
more than a civil body will appear from the fact 
that the military and police are obliged to saiute 
them just as they do their superior officers. 

In another communication I mentioned the 
circumstance of a resideut magistrate (Massey, 
of Listowel, County Kerry) who brought a 
charge against a policeman for not having sa- 
luted him, and the man was fined, though he did 
not know who Massey was, but mistook , as 
he stated, from his garb and air, for a horse- 
jockey.

A HUMAN BAROMETER. 


The Real Relation Between the Human 
Body and the Weather Scien- 


tifically Explained 


Scientific American. 

One of the most valuable developments of 
modern science along the line of human neces- 
sity is the National Weather Bureau at Wash- 
ington. Experience has shown that 8 per cent 
of the predictions of the signal service are ac- 
curate; and these predictions are unquestiona- 
bly of the greatest advantage to the seaman, 
the agricuiturist, and the entire commercial 
world. The service has proven its necessity by 
ite usefulness, for in past times the facilities for 
soe ge a changes were 
indeed. The only indications our fathers of 
coming changes in the weather were aching 
limbs, twinging joints, or painful corns. These 
ough crude, were usually cor- 
rect, and hence natu suggest the inquiry 
as to the relation tween human 
system and the weather. The body is 
unquestionably an excellent barometer. 
It foreteile changes in the atmosphere 
long before they occur, and this fact has 
been taken advantage of by physicians who, 
when all other agencies fail, prescribe a change 
of air, thus hoping the body may find an atmos- 
pheric condition better suited to its needs.
